
Hunter Defeats Patterson, Australian Tennis Star, in Straight Sets at Seabright, 6-2, 6-3
ill Foreign Competitors Are

Eliminated in Singles Play
Johnston, Williams, Hunter and Robert KinseyReach Semi-Finals; Miss Helen Wills Furnishes

Surprise by Outplaying Mrs. Marion Z. Jessup

SEABRIGHT, N. J., Aug. 2.Cataclysniic tennis upheavals marked
the third day of play in the annual invitation tournament of the Seabright
Lawn Tennis and Cricket Club to-day. When the smoke of battle had
cleared, it showed four Americans occupying the semi-final brackets in the
men's singles as follows: William M. Johnston, Robert M. Kinsey, Rich¬
ard Norris Williams 2d and Francis T. Hunter
The most stunning upse^ of the en-'

tire season of play was supplied by
Hunter, who conquered the great Pat¬
terson, winner of the so-called world's
^.¡apionship at Wimbledon last June,
by trie decisive score of 6.2, 6.3.
Nobody had conceded Hunter a chance
before the men took the court. In
'act it was so universally boiieved
that' the big Australian would make
short work of the New Rochelle man
¿at all but a few stragglers in the
«llery devoted their entire attention
to the match in which Johnston de¬
feated Patterson's teammate. J. 0. An¬
derson, by a score of 6.2, 8.6 on
the grandstand court.

VTilliarns came through by first dis¬
posing oí Andre Cohort, of France, in
&l continuance of their postponed
Btsich of yesterday. When the men
left off on that occasion Gobert held
the leari at 14.13, but this morning
the Frenchman was far from his form
of yesterday, and Williams took the
first set at 17.15 and the second at6^-3, for the match. Gobert fought
brilliantly at times, but Williams was
on the ball like a hawk, hitting every
shot hard and crisply, and always forc¬
ing the going.

Defeats Howard Kinsey
In his next match the former na¬

tional champion defeated Howard Kin¬
sey, of California, by a score of 3.0,6-^4, 6.0, only working into his real
stride when half way through the sec¬
ond set, Kinsey, leading at 3.2 and
using a chop and under-cut slice with
great skill, looked like a possible win¬
ner at that stage, unless Williams de¬
veloped more effective opposition than
he had been showing. The question
was, then, would Dick produce the
tennis of which we know him to be
capable, and the Longwood star
answered in a most satisfactory man¬
ner by starting a session of marvel
shot-making that even the hard work¬
ing Kinsey cold not stand up against.
Williams won ten out of the next
eleven games for the second and third
sets and the match.
Robert Kinsey, after finishing his

postponed match with Zenzo Shimizu,
for a score of 2.6, 6. 1, 6.4, went
out on the court in the afternoon and
eliminated Lawrence B. Rice, of Long-
wood, by a score of 0.6, 6.2, 6.3,
and thus there were left two Cali-
fornians and two Easterners to con¬
tinue the struggle for the Seabright
challenge bowl to-morrow afternoon.
The fate of the draw, however, will
force one Californian and one East¬
erner out of the competition, fol
Johnston faces Kinsey in the upperhalf and Williams takes on Hunter and
thus it will come to pass again that
the East and the West will strugglefor supremacy.
But the men's events did not furnish

the only sensations of the day. In th<
women's singles Miss Helen Wills, o'
California, the sixteen-year-old schoo
girl and national junior champion, de
feated Mrs. Marion Z. Jessup, cf Wil

Australians, yet the outsiders won in
straight sets.
Anderson met with better fortune in

the doubles, for he and Johnston
reached the semi-final bracket in thelower half by defeating S. HowardVoshell and Samuel Hardy at 8.6,6.2. Williams nnd Watson M. Wash-
burn were the only others to advance
that far, the result of their victory
over Gobert and Craig Biddle at 6.4,6.4, with the veterans offering spirit¬ed opposition all the way.The singles match between Hunterand Patterson began with tho Aus¬tralian ace holding the service. There,
was a stir in the crowded stands
when Hunter, upon his toes and strok¬
ing with tremendous pace, broke
through service, won on his own, and
then again broke Patterson's deliveryfor a lead of 3.0,
As though sensing his opponent'sweak spot, Hunter started a furious

attack on Patterson's much-discussed
backhand, and the results were quickin coming and startling. The Aus¬
tralian certainly executes this stroke
with more case and in better form than
when he was last in this country, three
years ago, yet there remains no ques¬tion, after to-day that his left side is
Patterson's vulnerable point. He gen¬erally managed to put the ball in playwhen it came to his backhand, but the
terrific pace of Hunter's forcing shots
compelled Patterson to offer up weak,high, flying returns, which Hunter,
racing in to meet, crashed back in a
very tornado of speed.

Keeps Patterson on Defensive
Even when he trailed at 0.3, Pat¬

terson did not look unduly disturbed,
nor did the gallery appear to believe
that he would not pull the set out when
he got started. But the intensity of
Hunter's attack would not permit the
Australian to get started. He won the
fourth and sixth games, and in doingthat gave a flash of real power. Some
of his "kills" overhead were dynamic
in their finishing power, but Hunter
gave him few opportunities of this
character, keeping tho ball low most
of the time, and forcing, always forc¬
ing, until his man held to the de¬
fensive pretty consistently.

After winning the seventh and
eighth games Hunter continued in his
irresistible sweep until he reached 3.0
in the second set.

Spanish Davis Cup Players to

England's default in the semi-final of the lower half of the draw putSpain into the final round, the Spanish team has been making plansfor the trip, and announcement of its sailing makes certain that the

It has been scheduled for August i7,
18 and 29 at the Germantown Cricket
Club, Philadelphia. This club will hold
the men's national championship be¬
ginning on September 8 and will have
courts and stands in readiness for the
Davis Cup final. Samuel H. Collom is
chairman of the committee in chargeof arrangements for the club and is
being assisted by Henry Homer and
Samuel M. Peacock.
Although the cablegram from Senor

Mesalles did not name the players tvho
are making the trip, it is understood
that the Spanish team will include
Manuel Alonso, Jose Alonso, Count de
Gomar and Eduardo Fîaquer. Manuel
Alonso and de Gomar are two of the
best players in Europe, as their per¬
formance in the world's hard court
championship at Brussels testifies.

They have also had much experience
en grass courts because of their play in
the English championships at Wimble¬
don, and consequently should be at
home upon the turf courts of the Ger-
mantown Cricket Club.
As this is the first time that a Span¬ish team has visited the United States,their playing will be watched with the

keenest interest. "It is most gratify-ing to know that the interest in the
sport taken by the Spanish association
has prompted it to send the team to
this country," said Robert D. Wrenn,chairman of the Davis Cup Committee.
"Judging from their records abroad,they have two very fine players in
Alonso and de Gomar and they should
dO'Very well in the final match againstAustralia or France, depending uponwhich team wins that semi-final at
Longwood."

Schooner Vagrant and Sloop Carolina Again
Share Honors in Astor Cup Yacht Contests

Repeat Last Year's Victo¬
ries in RacesPreliminary
to the N. Y. Y. C. Cruise

NEWPORT, R. I., Aug. 2..Commo-

[ dore Harold S. Vanderbilt's Vagrant,
flagship of the New York Yacht Club
fleet, shared honors here to-day with
Vice-Commodore George Nichols's Car¬
olina in the classic Astor Cup con¬
tests. Vagrant captured the trophy
offered for schooners, while Carolina
took the cup for sloops. Both yachts
repeated to-day their performances of
a year a^o, when they captured these
same -prizes.
A trophy offered by H. H. Raymondand F. D. M. Strachan for forty-foot¬

ers was won by Rowdy, the property of
Holland S. Duell. The "forties" were

¡ eligible to compete for the Astor Cupoffered for sloops, as they have done
in former years, but the owners of the
smaller craft appeared to believe that
they had no chance against the fifty-
footers, and it was this that led Messrs.
Raymond and Strachan to offer the
prize for the "forties." It is under¬
stood that the Raym o"'J-Strachan tro¬
phy will be an annual uxTure hereafter.

To-day's races for the Autor cups
combined to make a classic prelude to
tho annual cruise of the New York
Yacht Club squadron, which starts to¬
morrow morning at 10 o'clock and
winds up a week hence at Marblehead,
Mass. Off the famous port the races
for the King's Cup, an event for
schooners and sloops, will be sailed.
This cup was offered originally by
King Edward and has been continued
by King George.
The Astor cups, won to-day by Va¬

grant and Carolina, were first offered
by the late Colonel John Jacob Astor
and have been continued by his son,
Rear Commodore Vincent Astor, whose
yacht Nourmahal, was used to-day as
the committee boat.

Race Over 371/2-Müc Course
The Astor Cup races, sailed off

Brenton's Reef over a triangular
course of thirty-seven and a half nau¬
tical miles, were contested in what
might be called dizzy weather. A
frowning squall hovered about the
horizon and finally broke in a fine
flurry of wind and rain while the
yachts were on their second leg. Dur¬
ing this time the wind danced about
to every point of the compass but
finally settled back to east by north,
the quarter from which it was blowingwhen the start was made.
The schooners and the fifty-footers

naced over tho same course, which
was from a line between Vincent
Astor's Nourmahal and Brenton's
Reef Light Vessel. The first leg,
which wns a thrash into the teeth of a
lively racing breeze, at that time east
half north, carried the fleet sixteen

and a half miles to Hen and Chickens
Lightship. From there they had a
roach of four miles to Vineyard Sound
Lightship. The last leg gave the
yachts a run down tho wind to the
point from which they had started.
The last leg was seventeen miles.
Tho wind was blowing at sixteen

knots at the start nnd held com¬

paratively truo until the squall broke,
when the heavy rain flattened it sud¬
denly and effectively. For a while the
yachts floundered around in dismal
fashion, but when the scowling clouds
took themselves oft' to the Westward
the breeze came up stronger than ever
from the Eastward and this permitted
fine finishes. <

It was so dark during the thickest
part of the squall that the yachts
passed out of sight of the fleet of
power boats that were following. Wind
and tido from opposite directions
kicked up a sen that made things com¬
pletely miserable for those with tem¬
peramental appetites. Some of the
amateur enthusiasts who went out to
see the Astor Cup events sailed to-day,
came back to-night crying, "never
again."

Owners Snil Winning Yachts
Tho winning yachts this afternoon

were sailed by their owners. Commo¬
dore Vanderbilt had the Vagrant's
wheel, while Vice-Commodore George
Nichol was at the tiller of Carolina.
Rowdy, winner of the Raymond-Stra-
chan trophy, was sailed by H. S. Duell.
Tho schooners to race for the Astor

Cup were: Vagrant, Commodore Har¬
old S. Vanderbilt; Queen Mab, Nathan¬
iel Ayres; Iroiita, E. Walter Clark;
Osonkara. Carl Tucker; Flying Cloud,
W. W. St.ewart.
The sloopB racing for the Astor cups

for sloops were: Carolina, Vice-Com¬
modore George Nichols; Istalena, Car¬
roll B. Alker; Georgia, Herbert Cow-
perthwaite, Harpoon. F. D. M. Straohan,
Barbara, Frank C. Paine; Butterfly,
Stuyvesant Wninwright.
As far as could bo ascertained

through the maze of sea and squall
Commodore VandorbiIt's Vagrant led
from tho start to finish. She was first
over the starting line and finished a
minute and nineteen seconds ahead of
Queen Mab. the property of Nathaniel
F. Ayres, of Boston. The latter boat,
considerably smaller than the Vagrant,
was well handled and sailed a gallant
race. Some five minutes astern of
Queen Mab was E. Walter Clark's Iro¬
iita, followed closely by Osonkara,
owned by John F. Lawrence, another
Poston Corinthian.
Flying Cloud, the property of Win-

throp Aldrich, finished last, but might
havo been up among the leaders had
it not been for the fact that a foremast
hand was swept overboard off Hen and
Chickens Lightship when a particularly
heavy wave struck the schooner. That
the man was saved was duo solely to
tho fact that Jimmy Barr, who was at
the wheel of Flying Cloud, made a
"fisherman's gybe" that almost carried
the vessel's sticks away, and ran along¬
side the sailor as he was battling for
his life in a swirl of whitecaps.
Two lifebuoys had been thrown to

the man, but both were swept beyond
his reach by the seas. Barr, however,
brought Flying Cloud up to tho strug¬
gling figure in the water as though he
were rounding a mark in a hard race
and ran so close that a deckhand was
able to reach him with a boat hook.
The foremast hand fell unconscious

on tho deck when they finally got him
aboard, but was in good shape when
the finish line was reached.

Carolina, among the sloops, delivered
one of the splendid performances for
which she is noted. On board with
Vice-Commodore Nichols were W. B^-
lcr Duncan and Ralph Ellis, a racing
combination calculated to take a lot
of beating. When Carolina won the
Astor Cup last year she was experi¬
menting with a Marconi, and it worked
amazingly v/ell. It had been rumored
that, she might return to this rig foi
to-day's Astor Cup struggle, but she
went out and won with her usual gafl
rig. Carroll B. Alker's Istalena was í
good second, being fifty seconds asterr
of Carolina at the finish.
The first leg of the annual cruise

starting to-morrow morning off Brent-
on's Reef Lightship, will see the flee!
racing 31V2 miles 10 Mattapoisett. Or
Friday the fleet races to Vineyarc
Haven and on the following day froir
Vineyard Haven to Provincetown, where
the yachts will remain at anchor ove:
Sunday. The indications to-night arc
that about seventy-five boats will tak<
part in the cruyjo.
